WILLING TO GIVE

Paris, August 17.—French opinion 
has made up ita mind to accept the de- 
cisions of the London conference and 
orders have been issued already for 
the evacuation of two German towns. 

As the decisions taken at London 
appear necessary for the enforcement 
of the Dawes plan, the French are 
willing to experiment on a new policy 
toward Germany, although they do not 
believe it will have any appreciable 
effect. 

That is the substance of France's 


reaction toward the protocols which ' 


were signed in London Saturday. 
Withdraw Troops Today. 
It was officially announcea Sunday 
that the French and Beigians had or- 


dered their troops to withdraw from 
Offenburg and Appenweier, two Ger- 


man towns which were occupied Jan- 
vary 4, 1923, because the Germans 
suppressed the international trains be- 
tween Paris and Warsaw and [Taris 


and Prague. These trains are now 
running. 

The announcement that the evacn- 
ation would start Monday was re- 
ceived here as a matter of no great 


consequence. It did not stir the Frencn 
people, who generally are anxious to 
know what influence the evacuation of 
the Ruhr will have on the cost of liv- 
ing—whether it means more expensive 
coal thi swinter and higher-priced food- 
stuffs,

Chicago, August 17.—Pearl Pries- 
kop Gunther, the fragile little blonde 
who has been. powdering her nose in 
a cement boudoir in the county jail 
since last Wednesday, the day the 
cops stumbled over the body of her 
husband—dead from the bullets of 
his bride’s cute pearl-handjed revol- 
vyer—may set a precedent for women 
who mix gun-powder and eentiment, 
by employing the “dream” defense, 
which seems to be all the rage these 
dors. 

Other women who have sat in 
“murderess row would take no 
chances with what they -termed 2 
“silly fad.’ Modistes invariably 
were employed to save th estunning 
Mrs. or Mise so-and-So from the 
callows, with the result that their 
nifty creations always bagged the 
“not guilty” verdict. 

But Pearl, whose statemeiits are 
all variations on the “I love life so” 
motif, ig different. While it is not 
likely that she’Jl face the jury wear- 
ing last year's hat. still she expecta 
to let some alienist do the heavy 
work. 

Pearl wants her dreame dissected, 
and she has beeu contemplating a 
dream defense ever since the coroner's 
jury refused to believe her story that 
her husband shot himself. Pearl has 
found that “dreams all mean some- 
thing,” and so many of hers have 


come true that she has developed her- 
self as an interpreter for the benefit 


of her friends. 

Since the coroner’s jury's verdict, 
Pearl has developed *a dream life 
which would ‘do credit to the star 
boarder of any psychopathic hospital. 
Pearl sees great clouds of tlack but- 
terflies when she closes her eyes in 
sleep. Some of her “picturizations” 
go over into the animal kingdom and 
she sees herself riding about on the 
backs of ferocious lions and tigers. 

The point, as -Pearl says, is that 
“here of late I don’t seem to under- 
stand my dreams and that’s why I 
think I ought to have an alienist.” 

If Pearl doesn't get an alienist, it 
will ‘be entirely the fault of her 
brother and the two attorneys he 
has hired for her.

5 SOVIET JUDGES, 
INCLUDING WOMAN, 
GUILTY OF BRIBERY 


Moscow, August 17.—Five judges, 
among them a woman, und the secre- 
tary of the Ivanovo-Vosnesensky dis- 
trict court, have been sentenc :d to long 
terms of imprisonment for “bribery 
and conduct unbecoming to soviet 
judge.” They were charged also with 
pronouncing unjust and inordinate sen- 
tences on prisoners. 

The state prosecutor, in demanding 
the maximum penalty for the accused, 
described the court’s duty as a most 
painful one, as all the prisoners were 
communists some of them had distin- 
guished themselves during th bolshevik 
revolution and the civil war. These 
factors, however, he said, called for 
more severe punishment than if they 
had been ordinary jurists. 

Five laymen, who were convicted 
with the judges for taking bribes also 
received terms of {Imprisonment and 
their property confiscated.

Washington, August 17.—Reports 
to the wat department of local plans 
for national defense day activities on 
September 12 show a wide diversity 
of plan among the various communi- 
ties whose schedules of exercises have 
been received.

Wisiting judges, unwilling 
to ,be quoted, have told newspaper- 
men that, in their opinions, a large 
portion of the testimony of physicians 
on both sides of the case should be dis 
counted.

8. That Loeb’s early training made 
him irresponsible. 

9, That Leopold’s small stature 
caused him to put too great a strain 
on his intellect, as a result of which 
he developed an ego-centric personal- 
ity, through a belief that he was a 
superman. 

Opinions of State Alienists. 

The opinions about Loeb and Leo- 
pold, as advanced by the prosecution’s 
alienists, are: 

1. That Loeb and Leopold are en- 
tirely free from any mental disorder. 

2. That both are cool, brutal, vi- 
cious and calculating criminals. 

3. That either Loeb or Leopold 
singly is dangerous and that they are 
not bound together by any peculiar 
aberration, other than a mutual in- 
terest in certain perversions. 

. That no evidence of diseased 
clands exists in either youth and that 
some of the glands said by defense 
alienists to be diseased do not exist, 
save in the field of romance and char- 
latanism. 

5. That the two youths were not 
repressed in childhood, but were 
spoiled by wealthy and indulgent par- 
ents. 

6. That they are no more irrespon- 
sible. than any other persons of their 
age, and no different, in most respects, 
from any criminals. 

7. That fantasies and split per- 
sonalities are common to all members 
of the human race and that nothing 
abnormal has been noted in the fan- 
tasies or personalities of either Lev- 
pold or Y.oehb. 

8. That it is impossible to distin- 
guish between the intellect and the 
emotions.

REICISTAG’S DISSOLUTION 
NOT REGARDED IMMINENT. 
Berlin, August 17 (By the Asso- 
ciated Dress).—A dissolution of the 
reichstag because of the government's 
failure to command a sufficient ma- 
jority to pass the proposed laws in 
connection with the Dawes plan and 
to ratify the pact of London is not 
viewed as imminent in official quar- 
ters here, notwithstanding the heavy 
bombardment of adverse editorial crit- 
icism aimed at Chancellor Marx and 
Foreign Minister Stresemann and the 
eabinet geperally by the conservative 
press. : 
Although the strictures of the edi- 
torial writers are based on the failure 


to obtain 
an immediate release of the Ruhr 
from eccupation, the nationalist or- 
gans admit that final judgment on 
the net results achieved in London 
must be deferred until all the decu- © 
ments are available, While the na- 
tionalists are leading the o ition 
chorus, it is not suspected that they 


‘are seriously contemplating a_parlia- 


mentary attitude which would result 
in a defeat of the Marx-Stresemann 
government and dissolution of the 
reichstag. New elections, according to 
political epinion, would hold ont. no 
promise of grins te the nationalists. 

The socialists prefer to have the 
Dawes legislation go through without 
a dissolution of the relchstag. The 
other parties, however, are chafing 
for new elections. 
_ In government circles, the belief 
is expressed that once the public is 
duly appraised of all that has been ob- 
tained out of the London parleys, and 
views the Ruhr settlement in its real 
light ard in connection with the aboli- 
tion of the burdensome “micum” 
agreements, the reichstag opposition 
will be confined to such parties as are 
obliged to make the customary con- 
cessions to their constituents and that 
a dissolution of the reichstag is only 
a remote possibility. 

The government proposes to make a 
nation-wide campaign for support of 
its action tn London. 


HERRIOT RETURNS TODAY 
TO FACE PARLIAMENT. 

Paris, August 17.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The French premier 
will return to Paris tomorrow to face 
on Thursday a parliament which has 
practically decided to sustain his for- 
eign policy for the time being. Al- 
though the opposition in the chamber, 
notably through interpretations by 
the former minister of the colonies, 
lean Fabry, the conservatives, lLe- 
Cour-Grandmaison, and Luis Dubois, 
former president of the reparations 
commission, is likely to be extensive, 
few experienced political observers can 
foresee a determind drive on the part 
of the epposition against M. Herriot’s 
conduct in the London negotiations. 

The premier’s opponents indicated. 
today that they consider him far more 
vulnerable on quesetions of internal 
policy and will concentrate on these. 
Meanwhile, the man on the street is 
glad the long-drawn London bickerings 
are over and is anxious to see how 
the new regime works.

GEORGIA INCLUDED. 

At a conference with Senator 
Harris in Washington Friday Sec- 
‘retary of the Interior Work assured 
the Georgian, emphaticaily and un- 
conditionally, that the recommenda- 
tion of the park commission as to 
a proposed site for a national park 
in the southern Appalachian moun- 
tains would include a section of 
northeast Georgia. 

In a press announcement of this 
assurance, sent out of Washington 
the dispatch said: 

“The commission of five, twhich 
recently inspected sites in the south- 
ern Appalachians, will make another 
tour of the region within the next 
few weeks, probably late in Septem- 
ber or early in October. Meanwhile, 
several experts on parks will be sent 
into the southern Appalachians to 
study the project more fully.” 


The Constitution has urged, from 
its own inception of the national 
park proposal, that it be made a 
four-state park embracing gateways 
at Gainesville, Cornelia-Clarksville, 
Toccoa, Seneca-Walhalla, Asheville, 
Franklin, Johnson City, etc. This 
would make its rail accessibility— 
unequaled in the eastern states, 
and with the completion of high- 
ways now underway or proposed 
would give the park exceptionally 
fine hard-surfaced motor approaches 
from every direction, and from all 
the trunk highways touching the 
south. 

In the section of-mountains to be 
chosen there is every attraction to 
be found on the mountains of any 
section of this country—high peaks, 
sweeping valleys, rugged gorges, 
cataracts, streams, lakes—and every 
conceivable wood, flora and fauna 
indigenous to the southern coun- 
try. It abounds with exceptional 
opportunities for rest areas, animal 
and bird sanctuaries, etc. 

It is most gratifying to The Con- 
stitution that it has been agreed, 
as announced by Secretary Work, 
that Georgia shall be a part of the 
park area. It is only right that it 
should be, as the idea was given 
birth by The Constitution, which led 
the first government expedition into 
the mountains, and has been cradled 
and nourished by the enterprising 
citizens of this state with great force 
and persistency. 

Its meaning to all of Georgia, and 
especially to every county and 
every town and every citizen in 
north Georgia, east, central and 
west, is incalculable. When estab- 
lished it will mean millions of visi- 
tors a year to all sections of this 
great southeastern mountain coun- 
try. 

It must not be understood that 
the recommendation of the park 
commission headed by the secretary 
of the interior, will settle the mat- 
ter. It will be only the official 
beginning. The fight before con- 
gress will possibly be long and spir- 
ited, and then the undertaking, 
even after congressional sanction, 
will involve many months of hard, 
constructive work in land acquisi- 
tions, landscaping, road building, 
‘etc. 

There is no doubt, however, 
that within the next five years a 
national park will be fully and ade-' 
quately established in the southeast, 
and that a section of Georgia will 
be in that park.

NEGOTIABLE PAPER ACT. 

One of the most important laws 
affecting the banking and business 
interests of the state enacted at the 
recent session of the assembly was 
the uniform negotiable instruments 
act. It was vigorcusly backed by 
the Georgia Bankers’ association 
and by a committee appointed for 
the purpose. 


Under the law interstate trading 
in Georgia will be free and untram- 
meled. It is a codification of the 
law merchant, perfected in England 
and brought to America by the 
Pilgrims and the Cavaliers. It is 
the legal expression of the rules of 
trade, governs bills of exchange and 
other commercial paper, and to that 
extent has been as universal as 
common practice. Practically all of 
its provisicns have in reality been 
jin use in Georgia, but the citations 
called for in a legal analysis of any 
interstate or international tramsac- 
tion required indefinite and wholly 
perplexing research, and the prac- 
titioner out of Georgia was neces- 
sarily sorely perplexed, if not com- 
pletely thwarted, in his analysis. 
The codification, therefore, under 
the new law makes all of this dif- 
ferent and concentrates all of the 
features in a general act. 

Haynes McFadden, editor of The 
Southern Banker and secretary of 
the Georgia State Bankers’ associa- 
tion, in commending the assembly 
for passing the bill, says, in a pub- 
lished statement: 

“The Georgia act contains few and 
unimportant exceptions to the text as 
originally drafted. One of these 
makes a promise to pay non-negotia- 
ble if it contains a provision requir- 
ing confession of judgment. Another 
exception allows the payment of a 


money or specifics, and a third speci- 
fies that a note payable ‘‘at a bank” 
does not constitute an order on the 
bank. 

“The history of the negotiable in- 
struments act, now the law of the 
land, dates back to August, 1895, 
when the national conference: of 
state boards of commissioners for pro- 
moting uniformity of legislation in 
the United States undertook to per- 
fect such a bill. Judge P. ‘W. Mel- 
drim, of Savannah, sat on this board 
for Georgia. The bill has been in- 
troduced in Georgia at most of the 
legislative sessions for a score of 
years, but its passage has just now 
been accomplished, owing to its vol- 
ume and highly technical verbiage.” 


It is gratifying that this matter, 
so long pending, has at last been 
settled in Georgia to the satisfaction 
of the lawyers and bankers alike. 


PIEDMONT THE PLACE, 


An interview recently appeared 
in a Texas newspaper declaring that 
within the next twelve months be- 
tween a hundred and a hundred and 
fifty cotton mills would be moved 
from the east to the south, and that 
“the greater number of these will 
be brought to Texas.” 

, The Manufacturers’ Record vigor- 
ously assails the interview, and par- 
ticularly the statement as to Texas. 
It says: 

“Texas could not wisely or profit- 
ably absorb a hundred new textile 
mills within the next twelve months, 
nor in double or treble that period. 
Texas has not yet developed labor skill 
which would justify such a rapid ex- 
pansion in any one line of industry. 
To be permanent and successful, its 
textile growth must be conservative 
and safe. To create the impression of 
a boom of textile mill erection in 
Texas would do that wonderful state 
harm, and in the end would cause 
many investors to lose. 

“Texas people are not yet, except 
to a limited extent, adjusted to em- 
— in cotton mills, and it will 
take some years of training to fit them 
for this industry on a large scale, 
such as is seen in the Carolinas, Geor- 
gia and Alabama.” 


The Record also advises that it is 
wholly incorrect to assume that any 
such ,.a movement of eastern mills 
will take place. And that is true. 
New England is not going to wholly 
abandon her textile industry, 
although it is notable that a number 
of mills have already shifted to the 
south, and quite a number of others 
will do so. It is a serious mistake 
to encourage false ideas. 

And as to the locations in the 
south, the Piedmont section seems 
destined to become the location of 
most of the new mills, the section 
being particularly fitted for these 
industries.

The Country Day School 


There is a plan of school adminis- 
tration that is proving immensely 
popular in the north and west that 
might well challenge. the thoughtful 
study of Georgia educators, a plan 
that commends itself’ not only to 


‘school administrators, but more espe- 


cially to busy fathers and tired moth- 
ers who dread so much the return 
of the yearly grind of the onset of the 
public school session, 


It is not a day school wherein par- 
ents are never entirely relieved of su- 
hervision of the youngsters except for 
a few short hours of the day, nor is 
it a boarding school where they are 
separated entirely from their chiitiren 
day and night for weeks and months 
4t a time. 

The country day school plan is a 
compromise measure, a day light sav- 
ing service with a daily schedule of 
from eight to nine hours away from 
ihe home, yet entirely free from the 
night service imposed too heavily 
upon plastic minds by conscientious 
teachers who have more consideration 
for mental acquisition than physical, 
moral, and ethical growth. 

The children are picked up at their 
homes by motor buses at half past 
S oclock in the morning and are 
transported with safety a mile or two 
in the country along a highway to 
the school playgrounds, and at the 
close of the day are returned to their 
homes in the same manner at 5 
o'clock in the afternoon. 


‘3 The economy of this daily program 
‘les in the compensation not so much 
to busy fathers as to tired and worn 
out mothers who feel that their wards 
are protected for the entire day 
against the chance of accident from 
mad dogs and speeding automobiles 
in their passage to and from school. 
and hence the older members of the 
family have the entire day at their 
disposal for household duties, for 
Study, for visitinz, and for shopping 
without the uncertainty of commit- 
ment of the children to servants: and 
charitably disposed friends and neigh- 
pors, 

The distinctive features of the 
country day school, however, are the 
big hot. midday meal, rather than 
the proverbial lunch of cold sand- 
wiches, candies, and soda pop; and 
secondly. the provision at the close 
of the school day for supervised prep- 
aration of lessons for the next day, 
so that when the children come back 
home late in the afternoon they have 
no night studies, no lessons to worry 
the lives out of their parents, so 
that the whole family have the 
blessed privilege of free and untram- 
meled iitercourse as a happy circle 
about the fireside or at the movies. 


The general plan of school ad- 
ministration is for an all-day coun- 
try school which provides, under con- 
ditions favorable to the development 
of health and character in a physical 
and moral atmosphere free from the 
smoke and din of the large city, the 
training and advantages of a board- 
ing school without separating the 
children from their parents and with- 
out alienating them from their homes. 

As to the course of study, it is 
the same as that of the publig 
schools, with the added advantage of 
wholesome and watchful supervision 
of competent masters and matrons.

Pulling the 
Lion’s Tail. 


Several famous British regiments 


have been ordered to the Soudan, 
where native propagandists have 
whipped the population into a frenzy 
of hatred and opposition to the rit- 
ish suzerainty. There is little doubt 
but the Egyptian government has a 
hand in the organized disturbances. 
Egypt recently asked the British gov- 
ernment whether it intended releasing 
the Soudan and give it independence 
along the same lines as were given fo 
Egypt a few years ago.

Not “Get It.” 


Prince Otto Bismarck has been to 
Paris and tells a Berlin newspape: 
that though he was recognized in

ADVANCED STUDY OF ACNE. 

Since most regular boys and girls 
have their fair quota of pimples at 
the very time when they are most 
vain and sensitive about appearances, 
I flatter myself that the three pre- 
ceding talks in this series of four on 
the subject of blackheads or white- 
heads and pimples have had the rapt 
attention of that class of readers in 
whose interest I am chiefly concern- 


you'll know pimples from papule to 
pustule. We finished off No. 3 talk 
by giving you come “white lotion” 
to dab on at night. “White lotion” 
is a mixture of a dram of zine sul- 
phate, a dram of sulphurated po- 
tassium, and 4 ounces of rose water. 
You shake it up and dab it on with 
the fingers, allow it to dry on the 
skin, and wash it off next morning 
with cold water. 

This “white lotion” is good madi- 
cine for seborrhea (excessive oilinegs) 
of the skin, for red nose associated 
with such oiliness, for excessive 
blackheads, and for pimples. In some 
cases it may be applied two or three 
times daily. In any case it must 
induce mild irritation of the skin jin 
order to effect the desired benefit. 
In no case should it be continued 
after it has set up any considerable 
chapping or irritation. 

A modern remedy which is still 
more effective, but which requires the 
skill of the physician to apply, is X- 
ray exposure. When acne persists 
in spite of the simpler remedies then 
the victims should have the benefit 
of a course of X-ray treatments at 
the hands of a physician who under-

Your “doc-- 
tor” is one of the loud-horned herd 
that gets in through the back’ door, 
thanks to the hokum that has been 
introduced into the statutes regulat- 
ing the healing art.

Formerly I have recommended 
the bacterin (so called bacteriai vac- 
cine) treatment in chronic low-grade 
acne, but patients who have _ sub- 
mitted to this treatment seem to find 
it disappeinting in too many in- 
stances. Probably the bacterin treat- 
ment is best for certain cases in 
which obstinate indolent “boils” or 
overgrown pimples are a marked fea- 
) ture, and then the bacterin should be 
prepered by the bacteriologist from 
the strains of germs present in the 
pimples—an autogenous bacterin, 
rather than a ready-made stock ar- 
ticle, in other words. All this ‘he 
physician attends to; the patient 
should not attempt to seek out a bac- 
teriologist. Some of the best skin 
specialists have discarded the  bac- 
terin treatment after prolonged trial; 
some have obtained very satisfactory 
results from autogenous bacterins. 
Perhaps much of the failure of “vac- 
cines” is due to abuse of the method 
—the blind use of ready-made shot- 
gun preparations without particular 
regard to the specific bacteria in the 
individual case. 

How the X-ray helps acne is a 
question of some _ interest. X-ray 
treatment diminishes the function] 
activity of the sebaceous or oil 
glands, and that, as we mentioned in 
an earlier talk, is an important fac- 
or in acne. In short, acne is virtual- 
ly an’ accidental effect of the sebor- 
rhea of youth. It happens when cer- 
tain of the overdeveloped and overac- 
tive oil glands or their excretory 
ducts become infected with pus pro- 
ducing types of bacteria. Oily condi- 
tions of skin and scalp are the rule 
in youth. and as for the skin, the 
oiliness is commonly exaggerated cy 
the ill-advised use of various creams 
which: the dumb-bells imagine they 
must use for their complexion. 

Suiphur is another famous Iocal 
remedy for excessive oiliness. Res- 
orein is second to sulphur for the 
same purpose.

| countries—France, the United States, 
Belgium, Italy and Great Britain, but 
lwhen shipping and contrasted land 
questions were up, Japan would oc- 
cupy the Belgian seat. Moreover, 
and this detail ie vital, in ense of -~--- 
tie France, whose representative 
was also to preside, was to enjoy the 
right to cast the deciding vote. Since 
the United States promptly withdrew 
from the commission and Belgium 
consistently voted with France, this 
at once gave the French representa- 
tive the casting vote even should the 
British and Italian agree. 

Up to May, 1921, the reparations 
commission reached only two impor- 
tant decisions. By the Spa agreement 
the shares of the several powers in 
the total of reparations were fixed as 
follows: France 52 per cent, Britain 
22 per cent, Italy 10 per cent, Bel- 
gium 8 per cent and the remaining 
S per cent was distributed among 
the several minor allied states. In 
addition, the reparations commission 
at London in May, 1921, fixed the 
German liability at «tpproximately 
$33,000,000,000 ard Germany, having 
protested, was compelled by means 
of an ultimatum to accept the liabil 
ity, 

Fix Term of Payments. 


Terms and conditions were then 
fixed by the reparations commission 
for German payments, which were to 
be in cath and kind. But in a very 
short time, Germany began to fall 
behind and, toward the end of 1922, 
declared that she could not resume 
payments, which had been temporar- 
ily suspended by a forin of muorato- 
rium. She had also fallen behind in 
coal and wood deliveries. In this sit- 
uation, the reparations commission 
voted, as was its duty, on the ques- 
tion as to whether German default 
was voluntary or not-——and obviwus- 
ly, it if were voluntary, coercive 
measures would be taken. 

Now a good deal of confusion has 
erisen over this vote of the repara- 
tions commission and many Awmeri- 
cans believe that in some way the 
Frenck dominated the _ reparations 
commission, but, in point of fact, 
while France had the easting vote in 
case 9. 1 tie, in this critical instance, 
Italy as well as Belgium voted with 
France. Thus three of the four 
members declared that Germany was 
in voluntary default. which was rec- 
ognized as the prelude to the exercise 
of coercion. 

All Offers Rejected. 


At the close of 1922, when it was 
plain that the coercion would take the 
form of an occupation of the Rubr, 
the late Bonar Law rushed to Paris 
and sought to prevent the step by 
making various offers to the French 


offers were rejected out of hand by 
all three countries and the conference 
of Paris broke up amicably, but with 
the British and their allies complete- 
ly disagreed. Bonar Law, on behalf 
of Britain, protested that the Ruhr 
occupation was a mistake in method 
and would not produce reparations, 


| but so far from questioning French 


| and allied right to act on the legal 
side, he, in effect, wished them suc- 
cess, while declining to permit British 
troops to share in the actual occupa- 
tion. 

In January, 1923, then, we had 
the occupation of the Ruhr, France 
and Belgium sending troops, Italy 
participating in principle through the 
presence of certain technical men, her 
interest being obviously to preserve 
her share in German coal deliveries. 
Now, it is manifest that so far what 
had happened had been supported by 
three of the four parties at interest, 
representing 70 per cent of the repnra- 
tions claims as against 22 per cent 
held by the British, Many months 
after the occupation, when- Stanley 
Baldwin had succeeded Bonar Law 
as premier, the British government 
did raise the issue of the legality of 
the Rubr occupation under the treaty 
of Versailles, but the French and 
Belgian jurists challenged the British 
incerpretation, and since the French 
|and Belgians were actually in the 
Ruhr, the point was academic. 

Why British Objected. 

Tt is clear, however, why, when 
the Dawes report had been made and 
the question of its application arose, 
the British should concentrate all 
their attention upon taking from the 

hands of the reparations commission 
| the task of operating the Dawes plan. 
| They desired above all that the com- 
| mission, which they could not control, 
| should be shorn of its power to de- 
clare Germany in default and they 
| were equally determined that, even in 
case of German default, no’ nation 
| should be allowed individually and no 
| three nations against the will of the 
| fourth, which actually happened in 
the Ruhr case, should through the 
reparations commission declare a de- 
fault and thereafter resort to militar’ 
sanctions. 

The British were, in the first place, 
cpposed to military coercion from 
both political and economie reasons, 
political reasons because it 
lead to new wars, economic because 
it gravely threatened British com- 
merce with the continent and threat- 
ened to increase British unemploy- 
ment. 

But their strongest argument in the 
recent confereuce lay in the fact that 
the Dawes plan required the loan of 
$200,000,000 to Germany and _ the 
money would have to be found by 
British and American bankers. Since 
a new invasion of Germany would 
tend to destroy the security for this 
loan as well as interrupt German re- 
payment, and since American bank- 
ers naturally took the same view, the 
British set out to establish as a 
principle that there should he ne more 
wilitary occupations and that the rep- 
arations commission should net have 
the power to decide as to defaults, 

French Purposes Different. 

The French and Belgian purpose 
was quite different. They were in- 
terested in getting reparations and 
they were totally unwilling to sur- 
render the power that they had 
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through control of the ‘reparations 
commission and by reason of their 
occupation of the Rubr, for nothing. 
They were interested in s to Ger- 
many, part of the promweds of whick 
would come to m. They were 
equally interested in getting repara- 
tions as proposed by the Dawes lan, 
but they desired some assurance tha 
xomething would be done if Germany 
ugain defaulted as they feared. 

All the dispute at London then 
trrned on the question as to how 
you could reconcile rfectly legiti- 
mate, but wholly conflicting, interests. 
The British were anxious for the res- 
toration of Germany. Whether Ger- 
many paid -France Belgium 
was not a material issue for 
them. but if France and Belgium in- 
vaded Germany to collect reparations, 
British trade would suffer, while An- 
gzlo-American loans under the Dawes 
plan might be compromised. The 
French and Belgians were resolved 
that Germany should not be §per- 
mitted to recover at their expense, 
and having escaped the danger of coer- 
cion, repudiate the Dawes plan. 

Ameri 


or 


can Decides Default. 

Now with this background, con- 
s‘der the actual London agreement: 
In the first place. the reparations 
commission nominally retains its con- 
trol over the whole field, but when 
the question of default is raised, then 
a new member, an American, sits and 
votes with the commission. Thus, if 
the French and Belgians voted that 
Germany was in default, the Italians 
and British that she was not, the 
American would east the deciding vote 
in niace of the French representative. 

This would not, however, have af- 
fected the Ruhr incident, for then 
France and Italy and Belgium voted 
Germany to be in. default. Had 
America been represented and had we 
voted with the British the majority 
would have still been with the French 
and the default would heave been de- 
clared. But. under the new London 
agreement, Britain, for example, to 
use the same illustration, would have 
had the right to demand arbitration 
and the question would then go to a 
new arbitration board, made up of 
three neutrals, one an American, this 
board to be named either by the repa- 
rations commission unanimously or by 
the president of The Hague court of 
international justice. The decision of 
this court of arbitration will be final. 

Assuming, however, that the eourt 
decides that Germany is in voluntary 
and, therefore, wilful default, then 
the nations in interest sre left as 
thesy were before, that is, free to take 
such action as they may choose, al- 
though they are pledged t» give prior- 
it yto the cleims incident to the loans 
of $200,000,000 to be raised under the 
Dawes plan. Thus, France and Bel- 
gium might again occupy the Ruhr as 
they did in 1923, although the British 
still insist that this occupation was 
illegal? under the Treaty of Versailles.

It is plain that what was done at 
London between the allies was to 


and the other allies in the matter Of ' spree on a eompromise which did, in 
cancellation of allied debts. But these! effect, deprive the reparations com- 


mission of the power to declare a de- 
fault absolutely and did deprive the 
French of the advantage of the casting 
vote by introducing an American 
member. Thus, there is absolute guar- 
antee against any malicious declara- 
tion of default for political purposes 
by any Franco-Belgian combination. 
To assume this is, of course, to in- 
dict both countries, it seems to me, 
without werrant, since in the single 
case, that of 1922, Italy as well as 
Belgium and France did agree in de- 
claring the default. So far, however, 
the allies have deferred to British 
wishes under the direct pressure of 
Anglo-American bankers. 

Now in case there is a default, it 
will first -be passed upon by the rep- 
arations commission with an Ameri- 
ean sitting in, and then by an arbitra- 
tion board of neutrals. One may as- 
sume then quite reasonably that a de- 
fault thus established will be a real 
default. France .cnd Belgium have 
thus made full concession to British 
anxieties, have insisted that when the 
default is established, if the British 
do not choose to act with them, they 
ean still act as their interests seem 
to dictate. There is the whole com- 
promise. And it seems fo me this 
compromise satisfies the legitimate in- 
terests of all the nations concerned. 


Germany Also Protected. 


By the compromise, Germany 4s 
well as Britain is protected against 
any invasion or other coercion, as 
long as she tries honestly to comply 
with the terms of the Dawes plan, 
but she does not get any immunity 
from: coercion, if she wilfully de- 
faults, which would be the case if 
France and Belgium had actually sur- 
rendered their right to act once &a 
default were declared. The principle 
of arbitration is thus applied to the 
main issue, that of default. The ques- 
tion of taking action after default is 
left for agreement among the allies, 
and tle British are free to march 
with their allies or to refuse as jn 
1923, when the Ruhr occupation took 
place. 

Now aside from this major circum- 
stance, the details of the London 
agreement are too intricate to discuss. 
The same principle of arbitration is 
to be applied in case Germany manip- 
ulates the money markets of the 
world to prevent transfer of cash or 
commodities under the Dawes plan, a 
protection to the French and Bel- 
gians, who, in fact, will be the major 
beneficiaries along with Italy under 
the reparations distributions. 

But it would be a mistake fo see 
in the Dawes agreement, important 
as it is, a general settlement of the 
European problems. On the _ con- 
trary, there remain the great ques- 
tions of interallied debts and disarma- 
ment, which are pressing and must 
be the subject of new conferences and 
new bargains. And it is very diffi- 
cult to see how they can be separated, 
although it is clear that the United 
States, while ready to discuss the 
matter of disarmament, will not sit 
into any conference dealing with 
debts, since in such a conference the 
matter of cancellation must come up. 


Disarmament Hangs on Security. 


Disarmament will turn upon se- 
eurity and, in fact, upon the form 
of guarantees which France and Bel- 
gium can obtain against any new 
German attack. There will be no re- 
duction of the present French army 
or of the armies of the little entente 
and Poland, save as the nations af- 
fected are in some fashion guaranteed 
against attacks both from Germany 
and from Russia. 

In practice. the British will only 
be able to bring about a reduction of 
the French army, which is their ob- 
jection—and of the French air force, 
disturbs them— 


seme form of assurance that in case 
the French defense forces are re- 
duced and Germany does again attack, 
France will not be handicapped by 
the reduction of her armies. Ramsay 
MacDonald hopes to achieve this re- 
sult through the League of Nations hy 
pledging British military aid to any 
country attacked wantonly, that is, to 
restrain Germany from. attacking 
France and France from attacking 
Germany by the threat of British 
intervention, -but it may be ques- 
tioned how far such a promise will 
appeal either to the French or the 
Belgians or. for that matter, to the 
Germans tkemselves. 
Debt Problem Easier. 

The matter of debts is not quite 
so difficult. The British have long 
known that they would have to can- 
cel most, if not all, that is owed 
them by their continental allies of 
the war. ‘They have, indeed, «made 
various offers,.the «m cst uotable af 
which was made in Paris in January, 


but they have always had. the 
doable senseption’ of. realising ancuph 


from these debts and from their-share 
| of German reparations to meet 
annual payments to the United States, 
and of using cancellation itself as a 
political bargaining point, particu- 
larly to bring about European disarm- 
ament. 

The prot-ability now seems to be 
that Ramsay MacDonald has given 
both the French and British repre- 
sentatives at London some assurances 
of a williugness to reopen the debt 
discussion in a generous spirit, end 
that a conference on this subject will 
be called following the present Lon- 
don meeting. Under the Dawes plan, 
Germany will be required to pay 
around $606,000,000 annually and the 
British share would be $132,000,000, 
as against a payment of around $170,- 
000,000 to America each year. . After 
all, then, British sacrifice of $40,- 
000,000 annually would not be a large 
price to pay for a general settlement 
and that $46,000,000 was all Bonar 
Law asked for in the Paris meeting 
before the Ruhr. 

French Share Double Debt. 

The French share of reparations, 
however, which would be $312,000,000 
annually, would hardly be more than 
twice the amount France would have 
to pay the United States to dis- 
charze her debt to us, while the Ital- 
ian and Belgian reparations shares 
would not be adequate to meet their 
annual obligation to us. Therefore, 
it is plain that some time in the 
future there will have to be an Amer- 
ican discussion of debts, just as. it 
is certain that these debts will never 
be paid at their present figure by 
any of the continental nations. 

I shall reserve until next week a dis- 
cussion of the allied-German .phase of 
the Indon conference, only recalling 
the fact that the Dawes report did 
not deal with the sum of German 
payments. It only estimated how 
much *“Germany could pay annually 
without saying how long the pay- 
ments should continue and did not go 
into the matter of military occupation 
of the Ruhr, although it did prescribe 
economic evacuation. Assuming that 
the evacuation detail can be disposed 
of, there patently remains the vital 
question of how long Germany is to 
continue to pay $600,000,000 an- 
nually, and until this ,is settled, the 
old problem of the sum of repara- 
tions remains. To, discharge a debt 
of $4,000,000,000 the British have un- 
dertaken to pay $170,000,000, 4 year 
for some 60 years. If the Anglo- 
American agreement were reproduced 
in the case of Germany and the pay- 
ments were fixed for the same period, 
the sum of reparations would -have a 
capital value of upwards of $12,000,- 
000,000, the figure generally held pos- 
sible. 

Arbitration Is Big Gain. 


But to come back to the Anglo- 
French phase of the London agree- 
ment, the question of the use of 
coercion has been settled only so far 
as the matter of establishing a de- 
fault .is concerned. Beyond this, 
France and Belgium are as free as 
they were before, a new occupation 
of the Ruhr has not been rendered 
impossible and France has not sur- 
rendered the right to individual ac- 
tion. All that has been settled is that 
the fact of voluntary default on the 
part of Germany shall be established 
by arbitration, if there is dispute. 

You describe the thing quite fair- 
ly if you say that while the penalty 
for wilful default remains unchanged, 
the London conference insured that 
the trial of the Germans for an 
allegec default shall be surrounded by 
greater safeguards, and in reality, sub- 
mitted to an international jury of 
neutrals. France gave up the power 
which she possessed, but never ex- 
ercised, in the reparations commission 
to declare Germany in wilful default 
if supported by but one of the other 
three nations represented. But she 
retains full power to act as she did 
in 1923, once the default is declared. 
Whether France would again go into 
the Ruhr or not is one question. That 
she is as free to go in the future as 
in the past, if German default is de- 
clared, is, however, the fact.

PROCTOR ASSERTS 


Dr. H. H. Proctor, negro clergyman, 
of Brooklyn, speaking in his old pul- 
pit at the First Congregational 
church, Sunday, thrilled his hearers 
morning and night. Referring to the 
history of the erection of the church 
here 25 years ago, he said that he re- 
ceived as much encouragement from 
the Atlanta white people as anyone 
else; that the church was the result 
of a trinity relation, the white people 
of the south, the white people of the 
north and the negro people of the 
south. . 

Dr. Proctor said that his people 
had always remained true to the gov- 
ernment and had done their full duty 
to the nation. In speaking of the 
world wgr, he stated that 54 men were 
drawn from his congregation. 

“Religion is the only power now 
able to save the cities,” he said. “The 
material grandetir of New York ount- 
strips its spiritual and Iwas called 
to New York to show the négro his 
duty in a spiritual way, and thus aid 
in saving the nation.”’

Human Versus Vested Rights 
Is Issue, Says La Follette 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER. 


Washington, August 17.—The presi- 
dential campaign has resolyed itself 
into a fight for human rights as 
against vested rights and special priv- 


ilege, in the opinion of Senator Robert | 


M. La Follette. 


After studying carefully the Davis | 


American Federation of Labor, thank- 


and Coolidge acceptance speeches de- | 
livered during the past week, the pro- | 
gressive candidate has set forth his. 
views in a letter to the non-partisan | 
political campaign committee of the} 


ing that body for its indursement of 
the La Follette-Wheeler ticket. 

“The hattle is joined. The issue 
is clear,” Senator La Follette de- 
clared. ‘‘Our opponents have deliber- 
ately chosen to entrench themselves in 
defense of vested rights and special 
privileges. We have chosen to fight 
aggressively and without compromise 
for human rights. No man _ should 
be in doubt on which side he wil 
enlist. 

Can Be No Defeat. 

“Tn such a stronghold there ean be 
no defeat. Every stronghold of pred- 
atory wealth that is eaptured, every 
salient of special privilege that is driv- 
en in, means victory for the people.” 

Thanking the labor forces for their 
support, La Follette concluded: “With 
your organization so warmly enlisted 
and fighting side by side with the 
other great forces that have. volun- 
teered, we shall move forward, con- 
fident that in the end we shall be 
victorious.” 

This is La Follette’s first utterance 
since the other two presidential can- 
didates set forth their statement o 
the issues. The bristling tone of the 
letter indicates a Follette is ready 
for.a bare-fisted campaign. ; 

The progressive candidate, in his 


letter, also dealt with the cry of “rad-' 


ical” thrown at him by some of his 
opponents. Progressives, he declared, 
are the real conservatives, standing 
for eonservation of human rights as 
against conservation of special priv- 
ileges. The progressive platform calls 
for restoration of government to the 
service of the people, La Follette 
said. 
Conservative in Essence. 


“Tt is radical in that it goes to the | 


very root of the evils by which we 
are confronted,” the progressive lead- 
er said. “But in its essence, it Is 
conservative. Our aim is to con- 
serve, to save, to protect this gov- 
ernment from those who would still 
further divert it from the high pur- 
poses for which it was esfablished.” 
Ia Follette assailed what he re- 
gards as a misuse of the term con- 
servative applied to political doc- 
trines. 
“Ours is a policy of conservation 
of human rights,’ he explained. “We 
would save these rights, established 
by the bluéd of our forefathers. We 


will encroach upon the rights of no} 


man, but we are determined to halt 


the encroachment of special privilege | 


upon the fundamental rights of the 
people. 


“Unfortunately, the term ‘conserv- 


‘ative’ has been taken ever by those 


whose only idea is to conserve cer- 
tain inequitable advantages, certain 
special privileges, certain unfairly ac- 
quired property rights which infringe 
upon the rights of others.” 

Calls A. F. of L. Conservative. 

a Follette said that, in the best 
sense of the word, the A. F. of L. 
is a conservative institution, conserv- 
ing the children by taking them from 
the mines and mills, and conserving 
the lives of adult workers by short- 
ening hours and improving working 
conditions. 

“Had the American Federation of 
Tabor not been conservative, in this 
meaning. it conld not have been pro- 
gressive,” J.a Follette said. : 

Old-line politicians are paying more 
attention to La Follette than they did 
a few weeks ago. The last week has 
seen a change of attitude on the part 
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of many republican and democratic 
leaders who formerly were scoffing at 
the idea La Follette would be a serious 
factor in the campaign. . 

Former Senator Frelinghuysen, of 
New Jersey, who came here for the 
Coolidge notification ceremony, de- 
clared that unless both parties make 
a desperate effort, La Follette will 
run second in New Jersey and in a 
number of other eastern states. He 
said the Wiscensin senator is drawing 
from both parties. 

Senator Fess, of Ohio, another con- 
servative republican, has just given 
voice to a strong fear that La Follette 
will be able to throw the election into 
the house and he is already talking 
about a move abolishing the electoral 
college to prevent such contingencies 
in the future. 

Formerly there ws a desire among 
some republican leaders to attack La 
Follette’s war record, but that has 
been dropped because a canvass of 
sentiment over the country has led 
them to fear that this form of attack 
would offend large groups of repub- 
lican voters, 

Ia Follette’s running mate, Sena- 
tor Wheeler, returns from his Massa- 
chusetts vacation this week and the 
two candidates will decide upon a 
number of speaking engagements. 
Wheeler is understood to have spent 
much of his time in Massachusetts 
combing the record of Charles G. 
Dawes, his republican opponent. ; In 
view of the outspoken propensities of 
the two men, the prospect is for a 
hot fire back and forth when they 
buth get on the stump.

Carbineers today were thrown about 
the cemetery in which the body lies 
in order to keep back the crowds of 
curious. Even the widow of Matteotti 
was not permitted to enter the cem- 
etery.

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Rules of Golf 


BY INNIS BROWN. 


FAIRWAY AND ROUGH, | 

The following story serves to bring 
out a point about the rules of golf, 
and incidentally shows hows many of 
those who have attained prominence 
in the game have gone along ig- 
norant of many of the playing regula- 
tions. A rather well-known amateur 
was playirg with a lady who has won 
the championship of two countries. 
His drive on one hole stopped in the 
rough, and when he went up to play 
the ball he picked up a looge stick 
lying a few inches back of the ball. 
The fofner champion promptly in- 
formed him that he was not entitled 
to do this. It would have been all 
right, she explained, to lift such a 
stick in the fairway but not in the 
rough. 

As a maiter of fact, of course, the 
rules make no. distinction between 
fairwny and rough, and anything per- 
mitted in the former is likewise per- 
mitted in the rough. The rules take 
uste of play tureugh the green, in 
hazards and on the putting green 
Through the green covers play in 
both fairwey and rough. 

Ball During Address. 

In a recent big district tournament 
a rather interesting discussion arose 
over an incident in the final match. 
While one of the players was in the 
act of addressing his ball on the 
putting green, it was observed to 
move slightly. The player remarked 
on what had mappeten and his op- 
ponent agreed that he thought the 
ball moved. Yet neither was pre- 
pared to say whether the player was 
penalized a stroke, which in the case 
meant losing the hole. 

The question of whether a penalty 
was incurred depends purely on ua 
point of fact as to whether the ball 
did really move within the sense of 
the rules or not. According to official 
definition a ball is considered to move 
if it leaves its original posftion in the 
least degree. but not if it merely 
shakes or oscillates and remains in 
position. Distinction between the two 
ean be made only in individual cases 
by eye-witnesses. But it is important 
to know that. through the green or on 
the putting greén a player is not 
deemed to have caused his ball ta 
move unless it moves after he has 
taken his stance and grounded his 
club. In a hazard he is charged with 
having caused it to move if it moves 
after he has definitely taken his 
stance.

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ited time he has for golf in practice. 
Yet practice along intelligent lines 
is the surest road to improvement. 
Fortunately the departments in which 


practice is generally most needed are 
those that permit the plaver toe do 
this practice with but little waiting 
for a caddie to return the ball. These 
are short approach shots and putting. 
The high-handican golfers will find 
practice in his short game vields re- 
turns in the way of saving strokes 
probably far beyond his expectations, 
and this ean be done around any green 
without losing any appreciable time 
between playing shots. 

One very common source of troubles 
in mashie play is standing too far 
away from the ball in addressing it. 
In playing this eluhb it is essential 
to keen the arms well into the body, 
and if the player takes his position too 
far away. he finds it impossible fo 
do this. Again the player who stands 
away is auite likely to tilt his weight 
too far forward on his toes, thn« 
destroving his halance. and freqnently 
eausing him to hit the ball back on 
the socket of the club.

Poisoning Theory 
Tested in Death 
Of Follies Star 


New York, August 17.—Further ex- 
amination of the hody of Mary Julia 
Warnock, former follies girl found 
dead in her bathtub Saturday, will 
be made to determine whether the 
beautiful blonde dancer came to her 
death from poison. 

Mary Julia, one of hundreds who 
bas helped Florenz Ziegfeld to glori- 
fy the American girl, did not die 
from violence. An autopsy establish- 
ed that fact Sunday, but physicians 
and chemists will seek to discover 
whether or not her death was caused 
by poison. Although her nude body 
was found in her bathtub, which con- 
tained but six inches of water, sam-,| 
ples of bloed have been taken which 
will show whether or not she was’ 
drowned. Robbery is not. believed to 
bear on the death in any way, as 
jewels were undisturbed in the apart- 
ment.

We will await 
a chemical examination of the con- 
tents of her stomach, which will take 
about five days.” 

A death. certificate has been with- 
held pending the outcome of the chem- 
ical analysis.

AN OILY COMPLEXION. 

A doctor tells me that if the skin is 
very oily an excellent treatment is to 
rub it every morning and eyening with 
an alkaline mixture. s is made 
by putting one teaspoonful of bicarco- 
nafe of soda into a teacupful of hot 
boiled water. It should be used hot, 
patted all over the face and allowed 
to dry on. Or, if making it each time 
is too much bother, ten drops of am- 
monia in the same amount of cold 
water will do almost as well. 

A very oily skin covered with black- 
heads, whiteheads and such unpleasant 
blemishes is benefited by using the fol- 
lowing mixture: 

B naphtha, 1 gram. 

Spirits of lavender, 10 grams. 

Green soap, 20 grams. 

Alcohol (90 per cent), 70 grams. 

This mixture can be made pleasant 
to smell by adding a few drops of any 
perfume. 

Tincture of green soap, being very 
strong and very drying, is used in 
most cases of blackheads and greasy 
complexions. It irritates some sensi- 
tive skins, however. In such a case, 
try starch. Keep a small box of plain 
laundry starch in the bathroom, melt 
a lump with enough cold water to 
form a paste and rub this on the skin 
after it has been washed with hot 
water and any soap you like. You can 
rub in a surprising amount of the 
starch paste, and you need not worry 
if the skin feels taut as it dries. Let 
it drv in thoroughly and then wash 
off with eold water. 

The starch takes up the grease and 
takes it off when it is washed out. It 
clears the skin by removing grease 
and dirt. It alse bleaches the skin.

ably carrying a 7 1-2 per cent coupon 
and selling around 93. One syndicate. 
headed by J. P. Morgan & Co., prob- 
ably will handle the American portion 
of the loan.

FORMER EDITOR DEAD 


Philadelphia, August 17.—Theodore 
Wright, president of the Philadelphia 
Record Publishing company, and for 
many years editor-in-chief of Tne Ree- 
ord. died last night in Hollywood, 
California, according to word received 
here today. He wonld have been 94 
years old August 30. 

In the ’80’s and '90’s, Mr. Wright 
became known as a leading democratic 
writer. His editorials on the tariff, 
then a live issue between the polit- 
ical parties, were used as democratic 
campaign documents and widely re- 
printed. He retired from active work 
in 1912 and moved to California.
